blda for whirli averaged by OOtintleB 
from 38 to 4;i.6 cents. 

The sucoesatve hida were promptly 
rejected and the senliinent among the 
200 odd farmers present was that they 
would hold their wool for a year be- 
fore selling at the prices offered by the 
buyers. 

Mr. Klrk was Instructed hy tlie .Ma- 
■on county poolera to hold Ilio Mason 
county offerings for a price not he low 
66 cents while It aeemod to he the 
opinion of the wool growers from 
Other sections of the state that 60 
oaats should be demanded before sell- 
tag. 

Mason county made a splendid show- 
ing at the sale. The bids on Mason 
county wool were from 42 cents ot> 
the H blood combing to 52 cents on 
S-8 Mood combing. Our wool graded 
oonslderably above the average with a 
low per cent of rejections or dead, 
catted, herry and black wool.

The plan now determined upon, ac- 1 
cording to reports reaching Washing- 
ton through reliable channels, is thai 
Mryan. reversing his action at Halli- 
niore in IIUl'. will throw the full 
weigh! of his Influence to Clark as 
soon as the time appears to be ripe for 
this move. 

Fight years ago Bryan turned the 
tide from (Mark to Wilson after the 
Mlssourlnn had gained a majority 

This time. It Is said. Ills effort will lie 
lo bring a "break" to ( lark 

This plan, however, is predicated on 
the theory that the expeiteil Wilson 
third term nomination coup will fall, 
if actually attempted, and that the Mc- 
Ailoo boomers are unable to roll up the

In order that Uie best possible uso 
may be made of the remaining supply 
of rapidly waning natural gas in this 
oonntry, the National Committoe on 
Natural Qas Conservation, after a se- 
riOB of moetlnss with the Bureau of 
Ulnoa. baa tosued for the Kuldance of 
the Stato utility oommtaahma in which 
aatural gas la used a series of sngses- 
tloaa that if fallowed may at leaat re- 
doeo the severity of the shortagea in 
dlfleront parts of the United SUtos and 
prolong tho supply. 

Hie suggestions as far as they relate 
to the work of the public utility com- 
missions and the consumers of natural 
gas are as follows:
